MOSCOW (AP) The 
lapse of Hitler's Caucasus forces 
| apparengly neared its final phase 
today. 

Dispatches said Russian armies 
| of the south, slashing a branch 
| rail line by which perhaps 200,000 

Germans might have fled north- 
ward from the Krasnodar area, 
| swept on toward all objectives in

pressive total of 1,500,000, The 
achievement of this figure repre- 
sents a high degree of mobilization 
for a country whose total working 
foree numbers about 5 millions, 
particularly whea it is remembered 
that it covers only direct war 
activities and excludes such indus- 
tries as agriculture and transporta- 
tion, whose wartime contributions 
are large and vital. 

“Much of this further increase 
in our war effort has been at the 
expense of civilian activities. 
Statistics are not available to make 
an accurate estimate of the loss in 
manpower,during 1942 in those 
industries which are not engaged 
in direct war work. The loss, 
however, has been quite substan- 
tial, and it appears probable that 
at least balf of the increase of 
550,000 persons in war industry 
and the armed forces was at’ the 
expense of employment in non-war 
industry and agriculture.”

Living Standards 
Not Down in 1942 


“In contrast to the declining 
trend of civilian production which 
became clearly apparent in 1942, 
civilian buying continued at an 
extremely high rate. Making due 
allowance for price changes, the 
available evidence indicates that 
Canadians bought nearly the same 
volume of civilian goods in 1942 as 
they did in 1941. Sales of auto- 
mobiles were drastically curtailed 
and there was some reduction in 
sales of other durable goods. But 
purchases of clothing, footwear, 
food and variety lines increased 
materially. As a nation, we lived 
just about as well last year as the 
year before. 

‘Despite much heavier taxes and 
increased saving, spending has 
been running at a considerably 
higher rate than current produc- 
tion. We have maintained our 
consumption by drawing upon 
accumulated stocks or, to put it in 
the accountant's Ianguage, by de- 
pleting our inventories. There is 
nothing peculiar about this de- 
velopment; it is the common ex- 
perience of nations at war. It does 
mean, however, that the pressure 
of our war effort upon civilian 
supplies has been increasing and 
goes far to explain the rising 
number of direct ¢ontrols over 
civilian industry and distribution.” 


Very Real Sho

“During the present year, there 
‘ean be little doubt that civilian 
production willbe further curtailed, 
More shortages are certain to arise, 
bringing with them more incon- 
venience and necessitating more 
controls. The reasons are not far 
to seek, War demands for materials 
and fuels aréstill expanding and 
will further encroach upon civilian 
supplies, For mabpower, the addi- 
tional requirements of the armed 
services are clearly large, and 
additional personnel will be needed 
in war industry, though the in- 
crease is likely to be smaller than 
in 1942. The impact of these new 
requirements on civilian industry 
is bound to be severe, and aa it-is 
increasingly felt we shall realize 
again that there is @ very real 
shortage of manpower, While there 
has been recently a temporary 
easing in the manpower shortage, 
caused in part by seasonal 
influences and to some degree by 
efforts to conserve labour in war 
industry, there is ao justification 
for the view that we shall be able 
to avoid further curtailment of

terday afternoon, is that this voluminous 
document is a comprehensive reflection of 
what the people are thinking and what they 
contend should be done to anticipate the prob- 
Jems of the brave new world to which much 
lip service has been. devoted. 


This is not a political document; under the , 


able chairmanship of Hon. H. G. T. Perry, 
a committee representative of all parties in 
the Legislature has toured many parts of 
the province in recent months. In addition 
to hundreds of carefully-considered briefs 
submitted by municipalities, public bodies, 
service organizations and private individuals 
in all walks of life, much other varied 
material hhs reached the council. It has 
been its duty to weigh all suggestions, to 
separate the wheat from the chaff, a task 
in the performance of which the minister 


and his colleagues have produced a wealth | 


of comment and conclusion upon which 
numerous Fecommendations of a _ highly- 
progressive character have been based. 

It is now for the Legislature; in its wis- 
dom, to pass its judgment and decide upon 
its course of action. No member of the 


House, incidentally, will fail to recognize in | 


the final preparation of this report impress 
ive evidence of the keenly-analytical and 
practical mind of Mr. Perry. And as the 
document stands in its present form, regard- 
less of its expressions of opinion or the judy- 
ment and conclusions of its authors, it con- 
stitutes a compendium of information of 
inestimable value. 


It is superfluous to say that space per- | 


mits but the briefest reference to the re 
port in these columns; we commend to the 
consideration of our readers the lengthy ex 
tracts from it which appeared in yesterday's 
issue. It is no exaggeration of fact to 
observe, however, that the contents of the 
document reveal something of a blueprint 
of ‘the shape of things to come in British 
Columbla—a picture of the British Columbia 
which should emerge stronger and more 
potentially wealthy in human and material 
resources after this terrible global conflict 
has become a nightmarish dream, That 
this is what the people of the province most 
ardently desire is a fact to which the Legis- 
lature must address itself, Nor need there 
be the slightest hesitation. No sooner had 
Mr. Hart—at last year’s session of the House 


—announceg his intention to establish such | 


an inquiring body as that whose interim re- 
port we are discussing than popular approval 
became enthusiastically manifest throughout 
the province, 

This was not an empty tribute to the 
government leader's vision; the people them 
selves, by their own suggestions, have been 
instrumental in the production of this Pacific 
Charter in miniature. Nor do its recom- 
mendations merely point a way to social 
security for all, In-some-_respects, perhaps, 
the Perry Report surpasses that of Britain's 
Beveridge proposals, in that it embraces 
practical and forward-looking schemes for 
the development of the natural resources of 
the province in the interests of the people as 
a whole. We find this in the encouragement 
it holds out to industrial initiative, to the 
improvement and expansion of highway sys- 


tems—for the provision of transportation ‘ 


that will facilitate the opening up’ of those 
spacious virgin territories which mark the 
last pioneer frontier on this continent. 
Mindful of the difficulties encountered In 
the general transition period after the first 
Great War, especially in the case of service 
men and their families, the Council evidently 
has given exhaustive thought to the question

RUSSIAN PRISONERS OF WAR 

MONG THE HORRORS of this war must 

be included the treatment of Russian 
prisoners of war. The Toronto Star esti- 
mates over 600,000 to be in Germany, and 
recently it was learned that 56,000 were being 
held in Finland.” The existence of the Rus- 
sian prisoners both in Germany and in Fin- 
land is worse than death. Hunger, neglect 
of the wounded, exposure to sub-zero weather 
are among the lesser evils in their lives. 
Worse than all is the actual torture practiced 
on them, from which an untold number have 
died.

This is conclusion reached by 
Dr. Seth B. Nicholson of the Mt 
Wilson Observatory after a quar- 
ter of a century devoted prim- 
arily to solar research concern- 
ling the much-digcussed question 
of whether the weather cah be 
predicted from sunspdt activity. 
He. announced this finding in a 
lecture at Stanford University 
recently. 

Dr. Nicholson conceded, 
ever, that conditions upon the 
sun are not exactly the same 
when there are many spots as 
when there are few, and that any 
change-in the sun's radiation will 
certainly be reflected some way 
in the weather. Ever since the 
great astronomer, Sir William 
Herschel, in 1800 tried to corre 
late the price of wheat with the 
number of sunspots, not only 
astronomers, but meteorologists, 
botanists and bankers, both pro 
fessional and amatéur, have been 
trying to find such correlations 
without much success. Invari 
ably they arrive at the same con- 
clusion ag Herschel—more data 
are needed in order to prove 
them. This is true in spite of 
the fact that both the quantity 
and quality of solar data have 
vasly tincréased since Herschel's 
time 

With regard to the possibility 
of making short range predic 
tions for particular regions from 
individual sunspots, Dr. Nichol- 
s0n was even more emphatic 

“Certainly it is foolish to think 
that an individual sunspot can in 
any way produce definite 
{changes in the weather at any 
particular locality on the earth.”

Dr. T. N, Harris of Philadelphia 
reported the new treatment fox 
the disease, caused by staphylo 
bacteria similar to thore 
which cause bdils 
He sald the treatment’s effec 
tiveness is due entirely to the 
| fineness of the powder, which is 
prepared by reducing ordinary 
sulfathiazole crystals to minute 
| particles, called microcrystals, by 
means of a_ recently-developed 
procedure, 

These. crystals remain _6ué 
pended in pure water for many 
months, whereas crushed ordin 
ary sulfathiazole settles and 
cakes when Suspended in water 

When used as a dressing, the 
microcrystalline sulfathiazole con- 
centrates on the surface of the 
gauze in about the consistency of 
fresh mud and is merely placed 
lin contact with the skin lesion. 

“Upon removal of the dressing 
24 hours later, the lesion was al- 
| ways found to healed,” Dr. 
| Harris said sulfe

“Last year we bad the unhappy 
duty of reporting three casualties, 
and one missing from our staff on 
military duty, and it is with great 
regret that we now record further 
losses of this character. During 
1942 there bave been nine killed 
in action (one of whom was pre- 
viously reported missing) amongst 
our staff overseas, additionally, two 
have died in Canada, four are miss- 
ing and one has been made a 
prisoner of war. Since the out- 
break of hostilities, therefore, 
eleven of our men have been killed 
on Active Service overseas, four 
died in Canada, four missing and 
three prisoners of war. To the 
relatives and aasociates of these 
young mén we extend our fullest 
and heartfelt sympathy. 

“Increased business activity and 
staff enlistments have resulted in 
a considerable change of personnel 
at our branches. The total number 
on our staff is 2,832, an increase 
for the year of 126. This increase 
is entirely represented by young 
women, whom we have recruited 
to our emergency etaff, there being 
now 1,384 a8 against 911 a year 
ago and 487 at the outbreak of 
war, To them and to our male 
officers we extend our sincere ap- 
preciation and thanks on behalf 
of the executive for their devotion 
to duty during the past year, which 
has enabled us to maintain gener- 
ally. our usual high standard of 
service to the Bank's customers.”
